WHEREAS, water can generally be diverted frartain
streamsand lakes in the State ofi$¢onsin withoutcausing
seriousenvironmental damage; and

2.Thatthe water may be diverted from certain lakes and
streamdor purposes of crop irrigation on a case—by-case
basisonly where the following procedures have been
adheredo:
a. The proposed divertdnas requested permission
from the Department of Natural Resources service
centerarea dfice.
b. The proposed site of diversion has been field
inspected by Department of NaturaResources
personnel.The Department is directed to conduct the
field inspection within 72 hours of the request for
permissiorto divert.
c. The on-site inspector will grant immediate written
authority if the proposed diversion will not cause
undulyadverse environmentalfe€ts. Thenspector
may authorizethe proposed diversion subject to
whateverconditions he or shdeems necessary to
ensure that there will not be undulyadverse

environmentakffects as a result of that diversion and
otherdiversionson the stream. Such conditions may
include but are not limited to: exact location of the
diversion,rate of diversion, hours of diversi@and

WHEREAS, section30.18, Wk. States., presently requires
thatcertain lake and stream diversions for agricultural purposes
must be accomplished pursuant to permit issued by the
Departmenbf Natural Resources; and
